President; H, Carew Elected First

The Sierra Madre Hi.stori- 
cal Society is, or will be 50 
years of age come April 2i, 
1980. The organization of 
such a Society was brought 
forth in early March of that 
year by the then new presi¬ 
dent of the Sierra Madre 
Men’s Community Club, El¬ 
mer A. Green who called a 
meeting of the community 
for its organization and at 
the sa.me time started the 
ball rolling for the Fiftieth 
Anniversary of the City of 
Sierra Madre, which was sot 
for the summer or fall 
months of the year 1930. 

The following is a story 
taken from the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre News, dated in April of 
1930, which gives you the de¬ 
tails of its organization and 
first officers . . . the head¬ 
lines read . . . “Historical 
Society Is Organized . . . 
Launches Plan For Celebra¬ 
tion Of Semi-Centennial An¬ 
niversary . . . and the story 
continues .... 

“As pioneer residents ot 
this section of the San Gab¬ 
riel Valley related most in¬ 
teresting memories of the 
community in the early days, 
the Sierra Madre Historical 
Society was org.a,nized hero 
on Tuesday night at a meet¬ 
ing in the parlors of the 
Congregational Church. 

“Plans were immediately 
launched for a fitting cele¬ 
bration this Summer or Fall 
of the 50th anniversary ol 
the founding of Sierra Madre 
■and the new organization, 
suggested by President El¬ 


mer A. Green of the Men’s 
Community Club, quick 1 y 
stepped forth as one of the 
City’s foremost civic bodies. 

“Mrs Annette Carter, 85 
year old widow of the found¬ 
er of Sierra Madre, is to 
serve as Honorary Presi¬ 
dent. Harold Carew, author 
of the History of the San 
Gabriel Valley, whose years 
of reseamh work into the 
past of this section made 
him, the logical selection, 
was elected president of the 
new organization. Mrs. Hen¬ 
ry Ivins Havvxhur.st was 
elected vice president, and 
Mrs. Edith B. Bowen will 
serve as secretary - treas¬ 
urer. 

“A board of nine trustees 
was selected. Three year 
terms will be filled by th.- 
three officers heading the 
board: Rev. A. O. Pritchaid, 
C. W. Jones, and Mrs. El¬ 
mer Green are trustees who 
will serve for two years, 
while one year terms on the 
board will be filled by VV. 
.S. Andrews, Arthur Carter 
and Mrs. J. M. Steinberger. 

"The constitution of the 
new society was passed upon 
by a committee compo.sed of 
Mrs. Jessica Wright, E. E. 
Bacon, Mrs. F. M. Eakman, 
I.. R. Go.shorn and Thomas 
W. Neale. The annual meet¬ 
ings will be held on the 
second Thursday of each 
April, with special sessions 
by announcement during the 
year.

The recent rains hav'e sev¬ 
erely damaged the Mount 
Wilson Trail, according to 
Ambrose Zaro, trail keeper, 
who has been repairing mud 
slides and washouts since 
the rain. 

One factor in the number 
of slides has been the fire 
damage. The grass and 
shrubs v/ere burned off and 
without water absorbing 
growth the rain rushed down 
the gullies and valleys alwve 
Ihe trail and broke down 
the trail. 

Hikers familiar with the 
trail will find the bees nest 
housed in the old water pipe 


The switchback has 
been severely damaged. Up 
above first water there is a 
severe washout. 

Also above first water i.' a 
tremendous washout which 
Zaro said may need a per¬ 
manent bridge structure.

George R. Reilly, member. 
State Board of Equalization, 
announced that California 
consumers rang up almost 
$33.5 billion In taxable sales 
during the summer of 1979, 
a .strong gain of 15.5 per 
cent over the summer of 
1978. 

Reilly .said that sales ex¬ 
ceeded anticipated levels as 
both consumer spending and 
inflation soared. ’Fhe Califor¬ 
nia. Consumer Price Indi-x 
for the summer quart e r 
averaged 10.8 per cent above 
the same period a year 
earlier. In terms of constant- 
value dollars, sales growth 
was 4.2 per cent, surpassing 
tlie 3.6 per cent rise record¬ 
ed during the spring quar¬ 
to-. 

Paradoxically, as inflation 
worsened, consumers spent 
more, reducing their savings 
and going further into debt. 
Employment and personal 
income advanced. Total civi¬ 
lian employment topped 10.2 
million during September, up 
366,000 from the previous 
year at the same time, while 
personal income rose to 
,$229.1 million during the 
quarter. Personal savi n g, 
however, dropped to 4.3 per 
cent ot after-tax income, the 
lowest rate in ten quarters. 

Taking into consideration 
the above release from the 
State Board of Equalization, 
Sierra Madre merch ants 
again .scored a nice gain in 
business for the third quar¬ 
ter of the year, in a report 
sent at the same time the 
release was given. 


Sixty-four businesses did a 
taxable business of $2,082,- 
000, this being the third 
time in history thr.*: they 
have passed the $2-million 
mark. The 1979 quarter com¬ 
pared with the 1978 identical 
quarter showed that in 1978 
these .same merchants did a 
total of $1,866,000, showing 
an increase of 11.7 per cent 
for the year 1979. 

The entire business section 
of Sierra Madre, totaling 331 
businesses, totaled, for 1973 
$2,466,000 as compared to 
1979’s total of $2,673,000, a 
m.ere 8.4 per cent increase 
for the quarter. 

On the third quarter’s 
taxable tra.nsactions of $33.5 
billion, the Board of Equali¬ 
zation collected $2j4 billion 
in state and local sales tax.

Madre Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department an¬ 
nounces that its “Citizen 
CPR” class, normally held 
he first Thursday of every 
month, will be cancelled for 
March. 

All the instructors, mem¬ 
bers of the Emergency Medi¬ 
cal Team for the department, 
arc attending the classes for 
recertification on Thursday 
evenings and therefore will 
not be available. 

The usual scheduling will 
resuming next month, and 
the class is set for April 3. 
at 6:30 p.m. 

The class In cardiopulmon¬ 
ary resuscitation are offered 
the- first Thursday of every 
month, and feature instruc¬ 
tions in clearing of the ob¬ 
structed airway, artificial 
ventilation by mouth - to - 
mouh breathing, and artifi¬ 
cial circulation by closed 
chest compression. 

Also featured during the 
class are signs and sj-mp- 
toms of heart attacks and 
other items that should be 
of interest to everyone. The 
class lasts four hours, start¬ 
ing at 6:30 p.m. and is com¬ 
pleted in one evening. It is 
open to anyone eighth grade 
or older, and is strongly re¬ 
commended for this dealing 
with a large segment of the 
population or those li'dng in 
households 'vith person with 
known cardiac problems.

Based on the County aver¬ 
age effective tax rate of 1.25 
p-er cent of market value, 
tlie taxpayer will receive a 
refund of approximat e 1 y 
$100 on this year’s taxes.” 

Only property which h.as 
tocen damaged or destroyed 
with a loss in value exceed¬ 
ing $.5000 is eligible for the 
.special reassessment and re¬ 
fund. Applications must be 
filed within 60 days of tlie 
damage or within 30 days 
of being notified by the As¬ 
sessor’s Office. Applications 
are available downtown at 
the Hall of Administration 
ill Room 250, or by calling 
974-33.32, or by contacting 
any of the 16 Assessor’s Ri’- 
gional Offices. 

All damaged property wiil 
also be reviewed as of the 
March 1, 1980 lien date for 
the 1980-81 assessment roli 
and valued to reflect the 
condition of the property on 
that date as the basis for 
1980-81 propery taxes (for 
which the bills go out next 
fall). 

It should be noted that for 
Iiomeowners with low a.s- 
.sesments based on 1975, 1976 
or 1977 values, there may 
not be any reduction in tlie 
1980-81 taxes. For example, 

; home with a current valuc- 
of $200,000 may be on the 
Roll at its 1975 value of 
$100,000. In that situation, 
the 1980-81 a.ssessment would 
be reduced only if the cur¬ 
rent value of the damaged 
home has been reduced be¬ 
low the $100,000 a.ssessed 
value (more than 50 per 
cent). The same procedure 
would be .applied separately 
to the land values in case, 
where there is damage to 
the land itself (as in a slide 
situation). 

Homes which are reduced 
for th? 1980-81 tax year, will 
be returned to their previous 
assessed value for the fol- 
IfAving year if they are re¬ 
stored to their original con¬ 
dition. However, reb u i 1 t

Fund Drive 
Starting To 
Gain Impetus 

A cheer of approval that 
could bo heard all over town, 
was experienced by Sam Te- 
soro. General Fund Drive 
chairman for the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre- Firefighters in their de¬ 
sire to raise some $10,000 to 
rehabilitate an old Seagrave 
Fire Engine that was manu¬ 
factured in December of 
1946. 

Sam reported to the mem¬ 
bers that the first week’s 
drive showed that some 54 
individuals and business 
concerns had sent in a to¬ 
tal of $1,552 which is just 
a little plus of 15 per cent 
of the amount needed. 

At the present moment 
the work on the old engine

At the present moment, it 
is believed that the first

Speaking 

Slowdown Needed 

The recent rash of condominium conversions of some 
of the olider apartment houses in Sierra Madne should 
give cause for some serious concern for our City Council 
and Planning Commission. We agrt* with, a couple of 
O'Ur Council members that it may be time for an imme¬ 
diate moratorium of a few months to give time to develop 
some sensible guidelines as to what can and can’t be 
properly converted and what the side effects are likely 
to be for all concerned. 

Sierra Madre lias always been recognized as a sort 
of haven for Senior Citize.ns, and a large percentage of 
our population qualfies to be placed in this category. Of 
necessity, because of living on a limited fixed income, 
most are apartment dwellers. With each conversion of 
apartments to condominiums the availability of apart¬ 
ments shrinks in direct proportion, as no apartment houses 
have been built in Sierra Madre for quite a while. Those 
few tliat were originally designed as apartments are now 
i,n the process of conversiin. 

As the .number of apartments shrinks the rentals on 
the remaining units are increasing and many that were 
within the range of the apartment dwellers are now 
going out of sight. 

K the present ti«nd continues, and all iniiications are 
that unless something is done In the very near future, 
many of our Seniors are going to be forced to move else¬ 
where to find a place to live within their income. 

A majority of tlie recent conversions are for older apart¬ 
ments, designed .strictly for apartment living, common 
inter-connnected plumbing, and sewage, common hot 
water, air conditioning, etc. Parking met the criteria of the 
day, as did entrances and exists, laundry facilities, etc. To 
almost force people to buy almost sub-standard buildings 
at prices starting at $60,000 plus it they want to stay in 
Sierra Madre will work an extreme hardship. 

How many Senior Citizens do you know that could 
even think about raising the down payment, let alone 
the monthly payments for the next 25 or 30 years. Of 
course there will be someone suggesting an alternative — 
low-cost, subsidized housing in Sierra Madre, 

All one has to do is read the .nidtvs stories of many, 
many cities that have gone this route, of .necessity, and 
all the complicated problems that have developed in 
these areas. Let us ihope there is a better way. 

We believe it is up the our Planning Commission and 
the City Council to set reasonable criteria as to what can 
and cannot be converted into condominiums. Surely a 
man has a rig'ht to develop his own property as he sees 
fit and expect a reasonable return on his investment, 
but we wonder if it is fair for him to sock it to a captive 
segment of the population just because he speculated 
over his head and sees a way out. Many, many apart¬ 
ments houses changed hands several times within a short 
period by local speculators. Some of the sold before they 
really owned it long enough to really clear title, and 
now the new speculator has found a way out. 

We have no apartment dwellers on our Council and 
probably no apartment dwellers on the Planning Com¬ 
mission so they must rely on people who have little or 
no current experience in renting to take up their cause. 
Let's hope they can take a realistic view. The .situation 
will soon beconve critical, if it hasn’t already.

Answer: 

No, there are federal and 
state laws which prohit)it 
employers from discrimina - 
ting against pregnant work¬ 
ers. 

The federal Pregnancy Dis¬ 
crimination Act of 1978 re¬ 
quires employers to treat 
pregnancy, childbirth, a.r,d 
related conditions on tlie 
same basis as other medical 
disabilities that affect em¬ 
ployees. The Equal Oppor¬ 
tunity Commission’s sex dis 
crimination guidelines, ef¬ 
fective April 29, 1979, gov¬ 
ern the act’s implementa¬ 
tion. These guidelines cover 
such employment practices 
as hiring, promotion, senior¬ 
ity rights, health insurance, 
and sick leave. 

In California, the Fair 
Employment Practices Com¬ 
mission is responsible for 
implementing the Pregnancy 
Discrimination Act as well 
as similar state laws prohi¬ 
biting employment discrim¬ 
ination based on pregnancy.
